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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's remarks have been carefully 
considered. However, the Examiner is not persuaded. Claim 1 recites "receiving. ..indication indicating one of UE counting and 
establishment of a point-to-point channel used by MBMS over a MBMS control channel". This recitation is interpreted as an alternative 
claiming of UE counting and establishment of a point-to-point channel. Therefore, Sarkkinen meets the claim as it discloses receiving an 
indication indicating establishment of a channel used to MBMS over a MBMS control channel (e.g. "UEs 12, 14 maybe in idle mode. ..in 
response to the receipt of the MBMS notifications, a procedure for establishing respective RRC connections is triggered..."). Pirskanen 
further teaches that in a MBMS system the types of channel to be established include a point-to-point (ptp) and a point-to-multipoint (ptm) 
channel, depending on the number of UEs joined-in for a MBMS service (see at least Pirskanen paragraph [0006]-[0007). It would have 
been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify Sarkkinen in view of Pirskanen, by setting up a 
point-to-point channel following the notification, in order to efficiently transmitted data 
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
